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No troop 
withdrawal, 
says Begin

Israeli Prim e Minister Menahem 
Begin said today his country had taken 
“ great risks’’ for peace but would not 
meet an Egyptian demand to pull back 
its army from the occupied West Bank of 
the Jordan and the Gaza Strip. 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat said 
he would keep up pressure for a 
withdrawal and predicted a Middle East 
settlement within two months. 
In the quickening pace of Middle East 
diplomacy, an Israeli official disclosed 
that Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan flew 
to Tehran to report to the shah of Iran on 
the summit meeting. 
“ You can assume it’s significant," he 
said, noting that President Carter and 
King Hussein are visiting Iran next 
week. Dayan’s absence from a cabinet 
meeting Tuesday had given rise to 
speculation he had left the country on a 
secret mission 
Begin, outlining the peace plan he 
presented to Sadat at their Christmas 
summit in Ismailia, Egypt, told the 


Israeli parliament he proposed autono­ 
my for the Arabs on the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip but a continued Israeli 
military presence to assure security for 
Jews. 
“ There is no chance we will remove 
our army," he said. “ Let all who want 
peace with us hear this announcement. 
"W ith the close of the Ism ailia 
meetings we have done our part, and now 
the second side has the floor." 
Two leftist newspapers in Beirut said 
hardline Arab leaders would hold a se­ 
cond anti-Sadat summit in Algiers next 
month to chart their strategy against the 
Egyptian peace moves. 


But Sadat, in a two-hour broadcast in­ 
terview Tuesday, said Begin offered to 
withdraw from Egypt’s Sinai peninsula 
captured in the 1967 Middle East War. 
The Israeli leader confirmed that today, 
saying the pullback would be gradual, 
with some areas set aside as buffer 
and others as “ limited forces 
zones 


Study reveals 
B1 change costs 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A Pentagon 
review found modification of the scrap­ 
ped B1 bomber for use as a carrier of 
cruise missiles would cost more than two 
other planes being considered for the as­ 
signment. Sen William Proxmire, D- 
Wis.. said today. 
Proxmire said Defense Department 
figures found redesigning the supersonic 
bomber for use as a cruise missile vehi­ 
cle would cost 22 to 60 percent more than 
either a B52 or the FB111H, a wide­ 
bodied jet cruise missile carrier 
Rockwell International conducted a 
study of the three planes and concluded 
the B1 was the best buy Rockwell is the 
builder of the B1 bomber, which has been 
shelved by the Carter administration 
“ It is in their business interests to con­ 
clude that the B1 can do all things at all 


times for the least cost,” said Proxmire, 
a member of the Defense Appropriations 
subcommittee. "Unfortunately, this 
simply is just not the case, and the Pen­ 
tagon has provided the facts and figures 
to refute the self-serving Rockwell 
study." 
Proxmire said the Pentagon review 
found. “ For equal effectiveness, the 20 
year svstem cost (in Fiscal year 1978 
dollars) for the B1 as a cruise missile 
carrier was about 60 percent higher than 
for a wide-bodied cruise missile carrier 
and about 22 percent higher than for a B- 
52 cruise missile carrier.” 
Proxmire said the Pentagon also said 
the $38 million per unit flyaway cost 
claim ed bv Rockwell for the B1 
derivative was “ optimistic or overstated 
by at least 15 percent.’’

Torrential rains strike 


Outside, the season's biggest rain was 
bucketing down. 
It seemed an unlikely time to execute 
such a contract, but the Board of Super­ 
visors voted 4-1, Tuesday, to execute a 
four-month $73,210 pact with North 
American Weather Consultants, of 
Goleta, to carry out a cloud-seeding 
project. 
The board earlier had made the deci­ 
sion to have a cloud-seeing program well 
before the tropical storm swung in, while 
drought still was parching the county’s 
farms and ranches and lowering water 
tables and reservoirs. 
Supervisor David Yager, of Montecito, 
voted against the contract. He said he 
felt an emergency hadn’t been proved, 
although the State Department of Water 
Resources waived notification require­ 
ments 
The emergency action means 
that the board can waive environmental 
review as well. 
Yager expressed concern that cloud- 
seeding — although carefully monitored 
by consultant and County Flood Control 
Director James Stubchaer’s office — 
might be blamed for any flooding of the 
brush-denuded slopes of the Sycamore 
Canyon fire area in Montecito and Santa 
Barbara 
The Goleta firm had reduced its price 
from a previous proposal in view of the 
county’s plan to make its own arrange­ 
ments with Vandenberg Air Force Base 
Vandenberg AFB assistance in the 
program is expected to cost between 
$9.000 and $10,000. 
Stubehaer said that while the rams are 
substantial. Santa Barbara area up to 
Tuesday afternoon had achieved only 30 
percent of normal rainfall, and Santa 
Maria region only 61 percent 
Cloud-watching would start well to the 
north of the county and seeding could 
take place from ground level in the Mt 
Figueroa area to cover high yield 
watershed areas behind Santa Ynez 
River reservoirs and also the Sisquoc 
watershed, primarily, it was felt 
Such a program, if kept up. could 
become part of the county's water 
management program, it was shown, 
and could in the long range be of great 
benefit in building back depleted 
groundwater basins 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Sens Warren 
Magnuson. 
D-Wash , and 
Edward 
Brooke. D-Mass , charged today that 
Secretary Joseph A 
Califano of the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare has violated Congress’ intent on 
the use of federal funds for abortions 
In a letter, dated Dec 22, the two 
senators said that Califano’s statement 
Dec 10 on abortions “ seriously miscon­ 
strued” or did not follow the legislative 
intent of Congress in approving com­ 
promise language on abortions for poor 
women 
“ We urge you to correct your Dec. 10 
statement to conform with legislative in­ 
tent on these matters," Magnuson and 
Brooke said “ This is particularity essen­ 
tial since your statement may constitute 
the only guidance available to public of­ 
ficials until final regulations are 
published and actually put into effect.” 
The compromise language was 
adopted near the end of the session after 
months of haggling between the House, 
which wanted strict limitations on the 
use of federal funds for abortions, and 
the Senate which sought more liberal 
provisions 
Specifically, Brooke and Magnuson, 
who led the Senate fight, complained 
that Califano's statement did not specify 
abortion as a medical procedure that can 
be used in the case of rape or incest. 


“ It is clearly spelled out in the 
legislative history that ‘m edical 
procedures' for rape and incest includes 
abortions.” Magnuson and Brooke said. 


They also asked Califano to modify his 
statement which said that to provide 
abortion in case of rape or incest there 
has to be certification by a physician 


“ Such a requirement is not included in 
the law Congress passed," they said. 
“ Moreover, the certification you require 
appears to be above and beyond what is 
presently required under standard Medi­ 
caid provisions ” 


Mitchell leaves 
Alabama prison

Former attorney general John Mitchell, 
thinner than when he was jailed six 
months ago for Watergate crimes, left 
prison today on an 18-day medical 
furlough so doctors can check on a 
degenerative hip problem. 


“ It’s a very lovely morning,” Mitchell 
said as he stepped into a red station 
wagon for a 15-minute ride to the 
Montgomery Airport to catch a plane to 
Washington. 


SB area; homes flooded 


Sycamore Canyon Creek, swollen by 
five inches of rain in 24 hours, 
overflowed its banks today and began 
flooding a few homes in the area 
devastated by a brushfire last summer. 
Torrential rains came at dawn today in 
the Santa Barbara area, causing the 
County Flood Control Department to is­ 
sue a red alert, advising residents of the 
Sycamore Canyon Fire area to evacuate 
their homes 
But three hours later, shortly before 
9:30 a.m., flood control office coor­ 
dinator Ted Gates announced the alert 
had been pulled back as rainfall 
diminished to steady showers. 
Gates said that a second stormfront 
headed toward the South Coast had 
weakened considerably, adding to the 
brighter weather outlook so far as storm 
damage is concerned but noted that 
periodic storm showers would continue 
through Thursday at least Today’s 
storm tied up traffic in Santa Barbara 
with many streets and homes being 
flooded Freeway traffic on Highway 101 
was curtailed due to flooding of some 
lanes south of Milpas Street offramp 


Sycamore Canyon Creek runs through 
the canyon which was swept by fire last 
July The flames destroyed 200 homes, 
damaged 40 more, leveled 145 other 
structures and denuded the hills of vital 
brush and grass needed to contain the 
rainfall 
Water swirled around the foundations 
of some homes and seeped into about a 
half a dozen, but caused no serious 
damage, according to authorities. No in­ 
juries were reported 
San Marcos Pass Highway linking 
Santa Ynez Valley with tne South Coast 
was still considered hazardous late this 
morning due to slides and rocks despite 
constant work by highway crews. 
Unusual rain fall amounts were 
registered throughout the Santa Barbara 
coastal and foothills regions San Marcos 
Pass area was registering almost eight 
inches of rain since Monday for the 
storm while 4ive inches were registered 
in downtown Santa Barbara 
Reservoirs on the upper Santa Ynez 
River were beginning to rise this morn­

'Split' opponents air opinions

Opponents of the county split turned 
out in force Tuesday to tell the Los 
Padres County Formation Review Com­ 
mission just how they feel about the 
proposal that will come before the voters 
next year. 
Eighteen persons including Lompoc 
City Councilman E C Stevens took ad­ 
vantage of the opportunity to speak dur­ 
ing a three-and-a half hour hearing in 
Lompoc Library Several of those who 
spoke confined their efforts to asking 
questions 
Stevens triggered a wave of applause 
from a highly partisan anti-split 
audience of about 50 persons, when he at­ 
tacked the process by which proponents 
had qualified the measure for the ballot 
“ To the best of my knowledge," he 
declared, “ people in Lompoc have not 
been asked to participate in the proces- 
s." 
At the outset, however, Stevens asked 
the commission what would happen if 
Lompoc should put the question of the 
split on the June ballot and the people in­ 
dicated by their vote that they didn’t 
want to participate in the split of the 
county, and voted that way again when 


the question was put to the voters coun- 
tywide? Several commissioners 
responded to that double question, noting 
the democratic process that had been 
followed in qualifying the issue for the 
ballot. Commissioner John D Kay read 
portions of the law indicating that the 
new county will come into being if 51 per­ 
cent of the voters in the new county area 
approve the formation and 51 percent in 
the total county also favor it. Kay was 
referring to the election that will follow 
conclusion of the commission's work 
Stevens said a more appropriate 
course of action would have been to give 
Lompoc and Santa Ynez some deter­ 
mination in the matter before it was 
qualified for the ballot. 
Glenn Gore, president of the Los 
Alamos Coordinating Council, thanked 
the commission for considering his 800- 
resident community for the county seat 
and declared “ If you’re going to build 
new buildings to house the county depart­ 
ments. come down and see us It’ll make 
a few of our property owners 
millionaires." 
(¡ore said many individuals in his area 
favored the split of the county and would 
like to see Los Alamos the county seat 
The pro-split feeling was echoed a few 
minutes later when Henry Gonzalez, a 


member of the Los Alamos Community 
Service District, said an informal poll 
taken in his community showed a senti­ 
ment in favor of Los Alamos as the 
county seat and declared that he per­ 
sonally favored splitting the county. 
Alberta Morgan of Lompoc also spoke 
in favor of splitting the county based on 
her conviction that the north county had 
come out second best in terms of 
benefits from county government 
John C. Hartman of Lompoc, opposed 
the division of the county. He said the 
split of the county would be "an 
ecological and economic disaster,” and 
that 
it 
would 
bring 
“ o v e r ­ 
in d u stria liz a tio n 
and 
unlimited growth." Earlier, Hartman 
had said he was "alarmed with the at­ 
titude of split proponents toward plan­ 
ning " 
Fred Bock of Lompoc scored the 
process by which the issue was qualified 
for the ballot and said it was 
“ undemocratic." He blamed some of 
this on current laws and on the “ over­ 
sight of the legislature." Bock was 
greeted by a wave of applause when he 
declared 
“ This is a travesty on the 
democratic process ” 
Art Hibbits. a farmer of Lompoc, 
questioned the commission closely on 


the fate in store for those in agricultural 
preserves if the voters approve the split 
of the county He said farmers who are 
in the 10-year agriculture enterprise 
enhancement program were concerned 
that if the split is approved the new 
county might dissolve the ag preserve 
contracts. 
Individual members of the commission 
assured Hibbits that the commission 
would stipulate that the new county 
would have to honor the contracts for the 
years up to 10 still remaining at the time 
the county was split. 
Harley Craig, longtime proponent of 
the split reaffirmed his favor for that 
outcome 
John Sherm an, president of 
Vandenberg Village Association, a 
property owners' group, read portions of 
two association news letters indicating 
recommendations against splitting the 
countv Sherman cited the high cost of 
putting the question on the ballot and 
said his members feared the split might 
bring much higher taxes 
Other speakers included Erica 
Hedlund 
Sherri Hibbits, Dr 
Olga 
Howard. Art Walker. Wynn Porter, 
Ix*Rov Schuyler. Diblee Poett. William 
Cooper and William Bush

Carter seeks 
Texan to lead 
Democrats 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter today recommended Deputy 
Agriculture Secretary John White, one of 
a few Texas Democrats to support the 
party’s ticket in 1972, to be chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee 
"He has the attributes that will make 
him an outstanding chairman of our par­ 
ty,” Carter said in a telegram to the 
committee, which must make the actual 
appointment 


“ He has my fullest support, and I hope 
he will have yours as well." 


White would replace former Maine 
Gov Ken Curtis, who is resigning amid 
party budget troubles and reports of 
White House dissatisfaction. Spokesmen 
for the president have denied Carter is 
unhappy with Curtis, an early supporter 
of Carter in the 1976 presidential 
primaries 


During a picture taking session in the 
White House Ova) Office, Carter thanked 
White for the job he had done at the 
Agriculture Department 
" I ’ve heard 
nothing but praise for you,” Carter said 


Talking to reporters after the an­ 
nouncement, White said he believed 
Carter was “ an exceptionally gifted man 
and he has an exceptionally good record, 
I think, and certainly I support him if he 
chooses to run ” 
But if other candidates run against 
Carter. White said, "W e'll be fair." 


White turned aside questions of party 
support for congressional Democrats 
who have opposed Carter on various 
legislation 


Delegation 
to visit China 
on Monday

Carter today announced a congressional 
delegation will go to China Monday to 
fulfill exchange agreements made in the 
Shanghai Communique by President 
Richard Nixon 
The delegation, which returns Jan. 17, 
will be led by Sen Alan Cranston. D- 
Calif , and Rep Charles Whalen, R-Ohk> 
The group had been scheduled to visit 
China last month, but was forced to 
delay the trip because Congress had not 
adjourned 
“ The exchange relationship fulfills 
that part of the Shanghai Communique in 
which both sides pledged to foster 
broader understanding and engage in 
cultural and scientific exchanges," the 
White House said in a statement 
Nixon entered the agreement during 
his historic 1972 trip to China, which 
broke down long-standing diplomatic 
barriers 
Other members of the group include 
Sens Charles Mathias, R-Md., James 
Abourezk, D-S D., Gary Hart, D-Colo., 
and Richard Lugar, R-Ind Also, Reps 
James Weaver, D-Ore., Stephen Neal, D-

They will be accompanied by Douglas

Lompoc advised 
as county seat

The acting director of the 
county's Department of En­ 
vironmental 
Resources 
has 
recommended Lompoc as the 
county seat of Los Padres 
County, if and when voters ap­ 
prove the split of the county 
In a letter addressed to the 
Los Padres County Formation 
Review Commission and read 
into the record Tuesday, during 
a meeting in Lompoc Library, 
Albert F Reynolds toted up the 
advantages and disadvantages 
of locating the county seat in 
Santa Maria, lx>s Alamos and 
Lompoc and then chose the lat­ 
ter 
Reynolds gave good marks to 
Santa Maria and Los Alamos 
for specific reasons, but opted 
for Lompoc because the city "is 
both convenient and accessible 
particularly for Santa Ynez 
Valley residents,' 
and noted 
that location of the county seat 
in Lompoc would aid that city’s 
unemployment problems and 
help improve the city's general 
economy 
But the most telling argu­ 
ment was set forth in the final 
paragraph of Reynold's letter 
I would rank Santa Maria as 
lowest in terms of community 
pride insofar as all sections of 
the proposed new county are 
concerned I have detected con­ 
siderable public resentment of 
Santa Maria's lead in the new 
countv movement, and fear of 
dominance of the new county by 
Santa M aria 
business anil 
development interests I would 
think that putting the seat in 


Lompoc would give that com­ 
munity a sense of civic pride 
and involvement which it now 
appears to lack " 
The meeting brought together 
for the first time, a major oppo­ 
nent of the split, Howard 
Hager, an economics instructor 
at Hancock College; the three 
authors of the principal pro­ 
county split report, James B 
Buchert. Brad Foster and 
George Crosby; and the reputed 
prime mover behind the split 
movement. George Smith, a 
Santa M aria trucking ex­ 
ecutive 
Hager presented his views on 
the methodology for "equitable 
division of county assets and 
liabilities." in a presentation il­ 
lustrated with an overhead 
projector 


Buchert said he and his two 
associates had no plans to up­ 
date the voluminous report they 
did to support the split of the 
county He said the differences 
between their report and that 
done by the county of Santa 
Barbara, were principally the 
result 
of 
d iffe re n ce s 
in 
technique and analysis Buchert 
said he favored Lompoc as the 
county seat 


Smith said it was essential 
for the commission to do a 
studv of "trends' in the north 
county before conclusion of the 
commission's work 
After a 
brief exchange, with Smith urg­ 
ing the commission to under­ 
take the studv and the commis­ 
sion split over the value of do­ 
ing the study. Smith finally said 
he would do it himself 


Finance offices 
consolidation OK'd

County supervisors took an 
action Tuesday which con­ 
ceivably could lead to the set­ 
ting up of a director of finance 
position to take over consolida­ 
tion of the offices of auditor- 
controller, tax collecter, and 
treasurer-public administrator- 
guardian 
Bv a 4 0 vote 
with one 
abstention the board approved 
a motion by Supervisor Robert 
Kallman to support the conten­ 
tion that the offices of tax 
collector and treasurer be con­ 
solidated bv January 1982, or 
"develop the concept” of a 
fiscal officer 
By 1982 the new terms of the 
tax collector and treasurer 
would have expired and the 
fiscal officer concept could be 
put to the voters, it was ex­ 
plained If this office were set 
up the supervisors would make 
the appointment 
While the supervisors did not 
go farther into the thought of a 
fiscal officer, it could be 
presumed that the position 
could well be manned by the 
auditor-controller, as that of­ 
fice would be an integral part of 


such a consolidation 
The 


auditor-controller position, like 
the other two, are elective 
Supervisor David Yager ab­ 
stained from voting He said he 
"had not thought of such a 
plan" and was "caught by sur­ 
prise 
He doubted there was 
any urgency to "something five 
years hence." 
The long-range plan for possi­ 
ble far-reaching consolidation 
did not completely satisfy mili­ 
tant taxpaver group represen­ 
tatives 
Paul Bundy, spokesman for 
Tax Action Association, Inc .

He and Hal Burnett, of the

"Our answer is no.” 
That was the reply given the 
Board of Supervisors Tuesday 
by County Employees’ Associa­ 
tion President Carolyn Bedard 
when the board sought to delay 
cancellation of a notice of in­ 
tent to terminate the county’s 
Social Security program 
Mrs. Bedard, along with 
another association spokesman, 
Hugh Oliver, strongly criticized 
the county administration for 
not having come up in the past 
year - as promised - with an 
alternate security program 


“ We want to see an alternate 
p lan ,” said M rs 
Bedard, 
pointing out this was contained 
in an agreement between the 
association and county manage­ 
ment, prior to having county 
employees vote on termination 
of Social Security. 


Board Chairman 
H arrell 
Fletcher said the cancellation 
of the notice to terminate 
means it could be at least three 
years more of a Social Security 
program which will now cost 
employees more starting in 
January 
It will also mean a 
substantial hike in the county's 
contribution, which is now in 
excess of $1.5-million annually 


"W e re trying to salvage 
things." he declared " I don t 
feel the people you represent 
feel as von do.” 
But the association officials 
spurned a motion by Supervisor 


David Yager to continue the 
matter for two weeks “ for 
reconsideration.” 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond Johnson explained the 
delay in coming up with an 
a lte rn a tiv e p ro g ram 
by 
pointing to the uncertainties of 
Social Security program revi­ 
sion. only just approved by 
Congress. 
He had proposed a resolution 
to terminate the notice of 
cancellation just before the new 
program was outlined, and 
later told the board he would 
not have offered such a course 
if he had known of Congress' 
subsequent action 
Oliver said the county ad­ 
m inistration had 
signed, a 
memorandum of agreement 
with the association a year ago 
to have a vote on continuance of 
Social Security 
The time is now up. he said, 
without a new plan having been 
devised or apparently even 
started. 


The board finally voted un­ 
animously to accede to the as­ 
sociation's request, after a 
young woman in a wheelchair - 
Anne Wood - addressed them 


"Social Security takes care of 
me and my children." she said 
“ Think about that when you're 
w o rk in g on yo u r li t t le 
package 
“ I know Social Security is in 
trouble." she added, “ and it 
would be better to come from 
our own county but it’s got to 
be a good program.”

“ It looked like a bunch of 
silver m etal fire, then there 
was a smoke cloud afterw ard 
It looked like it was a hundred 
feet high at least,” said John 
Larry Price. 34, of Galveston. 
Ray E irhart. 46, was working 
inside a concrete warehouse 
about a half-mile from the ex­ 
plosion 
"It was just a big combus­ 
tion.” he said. “ This whole 
building just shook The force of 


the blast rattled the (sliding) 
steel doors and knocked them 
off their tracks.” 
He said if the explosion had 
hit the main part of the elevator 
instead of along the loading 
chute it would have caused the 
sam e kind of destruction that 
happened in Louisiana last 
week. 
“ If that grain elevator went, 
it would be like an atom bomb,” 
he said. 
W orkers 
w ere 
unloading 
grain from boxcars in a tunnel 
at the time of the blast and the 
force of the explosion mangled 
a railroad sw itching engine 
beyond recognition and ripped 
concrete chunks from the side 
of the elevator silo. 
R obert Steen and T erry 
Contella, the first Galveston 
police officers at the scene, 
rushed into the smoke-filled silo 
shouting for survivors. They 
found the body of a dead man 
immediately, then another man 
and woman who were alive 
“ We couldn’t see anything,” 
said Steen “ We heard screa­ 
ming. We hollered to get to 
them ." 
He said the two survivors 
were buried in the rubble and it 
took more than two hours to ex­ 
tricate them from the twisted 
beams and building m aterial 
“ It was total chaos," Contella 
said 
“ There was fire right 
behind us. We couldn't get 
w ater to them ”

Gates told a news conference 
Tuesday that the suspects were 
“Caucasian, perhaps of Latin 
extraction” but did not other­ 
wise describe them 


Gates also conceded that the 
Strangler Task Force had in­ 
vestigated other police officers 
as suspects. 
“ We have looked at some 
police officers in connection 
with the case," Gates said 
“ Most of them we have cleared 
There are still one or two we 
still have under investigation.” 
D epartm ent spokesm en had 
previously heatedly denied a 
magazine report that investiga­ 
tors suspected the strangler 
could be a policeman 


There has been speculation 
that the strangler posed as a 
policeman to gain the victims' 
confidence At least two men 
have been arrested as strangler 
suspects while impersonating 
officers, wearing police type 
clothing and driving imitation 
“ patrol cars.” 


The investigation has re­ 
vealed “ There are an incredible 
number of people posing as 
police officers." Gates said 
“ We have to look at them 
very, verv carefully.” 


He said it was also possible 
the strangler was posing as a 
priest or some other type of 
authority or trust figure, which 
lulls victims into a false sense 
of safety.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland 
concedes he has upset some farm leaders by contending that future 
farm policy should be built around research on nutritional needs 
But he isn’t backing away from the policy, Bergland said in a re­ 
cent interview. 
“ Some farm leaders are terribly uneasy with what I’ve done in 
expanding the departm ent’s area of interest,” he said 
“They thoroughly disapprove, and I’ve been criticized by some 
farm leaders at public meetings. I’ve not only defended what we’ve 
done. I’ve gone on the offensive to point out that this is the people’s 
departm ent,” Bergland added 
The agriculture secretary indicated much of the flak he's getting 
has grown out of controversies over food safety and standards, in­ 
cluding a current effort to reduce use of nitrites in curing m eats 
such as bacon 
The nitrite case revolves around the fact that the chemical can 
combine with naturally occurring m aterials under some circum ­ 
stances to produce cancer-causing nitrosam ines 
Assistant 
Agriculture Secretary Carol Foreman, a prim e target of some 
farm and food industry critics, said recently she was confident 
methods of assuring nitrosamine-free bacon could be found 
Some people claim that I had no business at all getting into the 
nitrite issue I’m viewed by some as an enemy of the pork in­ 
dustry," Bergland said 
“ But my position is that we’d better know more about this (food 
safety and nutrition) stuff We’ve had enough decision-making on 
the basis of rum or and hearsay and political pressure. The more 
we can learn about the role of eggs, animal fats, food additives and 
all the rest, the better off everybody will be — especially 
farm ers,” he said 
Once farm ers know what’s going to happen about food standards, 
they can adjust their operations. Bergland contended 
"1 would rather know the truth whether it be good or bad and set­ 
tle the issue, rather than have an issue go on unresolved in the 
courts, in the press and in the government,” he added 
One example of uncertainty which could be damaging to 
farm ers. Bergland indicated, is the status of eggs 
Some qualified Agriculture Departm ent scientists argue that 
eggs are bad for human health and ought to be banished. Bergland 
said Other equally qualified experts say eggs are healthy. 
"T hat’s an example of where we need more information,' he 
said

P a rk , allegedly the 
central figure in the secret 
Korean influence-buying opera­ 
tion in W ashington, would 
testify under immunity from 
prosecution 
But there are still differences 
between negotiators for the 
U S 
and the Korean govern­ 
ments regarding P ark's return 
Those differences could delay 
P ark’s return until after the 


scheduled beginning of Hanna’s 
trial Jan. 9 
If Hanna wins the delay he 
seeks. Park could be in town to 
testify against him 


Prosecutors, operating under

Corp.’s recall of 1.3 million cars 
— the largest recall in its 
history — raises to nearly 10 
million the number of cars and 
trucks pulled off the road for 
safety defects by the auto in­ 
dustry this year 


Bowing to pressure from the 
N atio n al H ighw ay T raffic 
S a f e t y 
A d m i n i s t r a t i o n , 
Chrysler said Tuesday engine 
problems have caused stalls 
that led to at least 27 accidents 
and injuries to seven motorists 
Affected are Dodge Darts and 
Aspens and Plymouth Valiants 
and Volares built in the 1975 
through 1977 model years and 
equipped with either 225-cubic- 
inch, six-cylinder engines or 
318-cubic-inch, 
eight-cylinder 
engines 
The recall announcem ent 
cam e after a Detroit newspaper 
reported earlier this month 
Chrysler had discovered the 
problem in 1976, made assem ­ 
bly line changes and notified 
dealers — but never told most 
owners it had discovered the 
problem and developed ways to 
fix it 


It was the company’s first of­ 
ficial response to the problem, 
although a spokesm an said 
Chrysler has been repairing 
some of the affected cars, 
without charge, when they are 
brought to dealers by cus­ 
tomers 
Chrysler officials previously 
had contended the stallin g 


problem was 
“ industrywide 
and not a safety problem The 
company spokesman said Tues­ 
day the recall decision was 
made after Chrysler officials 
became “ somewhat surprised 
by the breadth of the problem 
The spokesman said none of 
the injuries that occurred in the 
27 accidents was fatal 
Joan Clavbrook, head of the 
National Hi ghway Traffi c 
Safety 
A dm inistration, 
had 
urged he No 3 autom aker to 
recall the vehicles in a Dec 6 
telegram following numerous 
co m plaints 
to the federal 
agency 
A company spokesman said 
the cars are most likely to stall 
in stop-and-go traffic situa­ 
tions. 
“ Most of the time, it has to do 
with the engine just dying on 
you once you slow down," the 
spokesman said, adding he was 
not aware of the problem oc­ 
curring at high speeds

National PTA awarded contract 
to develop family policies 


American parents are being given the 
chance to voice their opinions about 
potential federal policies which would 
directly affect their families, through a 
new national PTA project. 


Recently awarded a one-year contract 
from the Administration for Children, 
Youth, and Families (HEW ), the PTA is 
working with Cornell University, Ithaca, 
N Y , to develop a comprehensive set of 
national policies on child and fam ily 
development which w ill incorporate the 
involvement and advice of parents, in ad­ 
dition to experts Funding for the con­ 
tract totals $99,463. 


Grace Baisinger. national PTA presi­ 
dent, explained the reasons for the 
organization's involvem ent w ith the 
project: “ Throughout its history, the 
PTA has worked to strengthen the home 
and the institutions that sustain and sup­ 
plement it Currently, federal support 
for delivery of human services is 
generally targeted for the functional 
needs of 
in d ivid u a ls, ra th e r than 
families. 
“ Where they exist, the bulk of 
federal services intended for families 
are fragm ented, 
and most federal 
policies are determined without the in­ 
volvement and recommendations of the 
groups 
affected , 
nam ely 
parents, 
children, and fam ilies 
Through this 
cooperative effort with Cornell, we plan 
to develop a framework for policies 
which w ill encompass all fam ilies, 
rather than individuals.” 
In d ra ftin g these policies, three 
sources of knowledge and opinion w ill be 
integrated 
Local PTA units across the country 
w ill team up with members of a national 
committee to identify and react to a 
number of key issues relating to families 


and children The committee is com­ 
posed of experts from such fields as 
hum an 
d e v e lo p m e n t, 
e d u c a tio n , 
sociology and social work, health, policy 
and planning, economics, and law 
The third source is the seminar in 
fam ily policy at Cornell University, 
which w ill include faculty experts in 
fields closely p a ra lle lin g those of 
n a tio n a l c o m m itte e e xp e rts. The 
Seminar, under the direction of Dr. Irv ­ 
ing Lazar, professor and chairman of 
Cornell’s Community Service Education 
Dept and co-director of the university’s 
Laboratory for Fam ily and Policy 
Studies, w ill p re pa re o rie n ta tio n 
materials for the national committee, 
consider fam ily and child development 
issues in depth, critique prelim inary and 
draft proposals, and provide an ongoing 
additional resource for the PTA 
With the assistance of the national 
com m ittee and the F a m ily Policy 
Seminar, the PTA w ill develop issue 
packets for use by local PTAs 
Each 
packet w ill contain information on a par­ 
ticular issue (e g 
parenting), current 
policies, 
and alternatives to those 
policies PTA units w ill discuss the is­ 
sues, choose and modify alternatives, 
and report their recommendations to the 
national PTA 
The PTA's recommendations w ill then 
be combined with those of the Family 
Policy Seminar and the national com m it­ 
tee. and a final set of policies w ill be 
forwarded to the Administration for 
Children. Youth, and Families for their 
use 
C oordinating this national activity w ill 
be co-directors Georgia White Brand- 
stadter. directing the project from PTA 
headquarters in Chicago; and Elizabeth 
Reilenger. based at Cornell Dr Lazar is 
serving as project consultant.

Brown's 
mansion decision 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Two retired couples need only the nod 
from Gov Fklmund G Brown Jr. to end a months-long wait for a 
decision on whether they will be hired as caretakers of the vacant 
$13 million governor’s mansion. 
Ruth Bryner and Mildred Eastmade, both of Sacramento, said 
Tuesday they and their husbands, Jim Bryner and Lonnie East- 
made. have waited since summer to meet with Brown. 
The governor has the final say on replacing 24-hour-a-day 
security guards with live-in caretakers at the river bluff villa he 
has described as an unnecessary “ Taj Mahal” and shunned for a 
$275-a-month downtown apartment. 
Gray Davis, Brown's chief of staff, said the couples can ‘‘expect 
a decision very shortly.” But he emphasized that the governor, 
although favorable to the idea, had not yet decided that the 
“ custodial couple” concept was the best way to save money at the 
mansion. 
He also insisted that Brown has been busy preparing next year’s 
budget and fashioning a property tax bill. 
Eastmade is a retired sheriff’s deputy while Bryner retired from 
the armed forces 
The Department of General Services, which maintains state 
property, selected the couples during the summer after a search 
and forwarded the recommendation to the governor’s office 
The department refused to identify the nominees, as did Davis 
He said however, that he had met with them about a month ago

Japan's economy 
has split personality 


TOKYO (U PI) - Police 
pulled Akio Hashimoto's body 
out of a river in Osaka last 
week as thousands of well-to-do 
Japanese thronged to the air­ 
ports to leave for New Year 
vacations in Hawaii and Guam 
Hashimoto. 47, was the owner 
of a small industrial design 
company, one of thousands of 
businesses that went bankrupt 
in Japan's domestic recession 
Two days before drowning 
himself, he had dipped into his 
personal savings to give his last 
five employees their severance 
pay 
Japan's business world has a 
split personality 
For some 
elite companies in international 
business, profits are surging 
Their exports are so successful 
they are blam«*d for economic 
woes in the United States and 
Europe 
Hut small exporters and 
businessmen like Hashimoto. 
who depend on Japan's domes­ 
tic market are not sharing in 
the festive mood of the New 
Year holidays For them, 1978 
shapes up as a vear of despera­ 
tion 
Heeding the pleas of business 
leaders 
the government will 
resort to deficit financing in 
1978 on a scale never seen 
before in Japan in a frantic ef­ 
fo rt to get the economy 


restarted 
Japans $143 billion budget 
will be $46 billion in the red and 
vast sums will be spent on 
public works, but the effects 
will not be felt until late in the 
year, if by then 
Typical of companies on the 
bright side is Sony Corp , 
famous maker of electronic ap­ 
pliances Sales of its video tape 
recorders in America and 
Europe are booming and profits 
are up 12 percent 
Automobile titans like Toyota 
and Nissan also walk in the sun

Construction w ork for w om en 
Easter Gray, machinist, opens door 


KNOXVILLE, 
Tenn.—( 
NEA)—Dominique A. Zion 
II of Knoxville, Tenn., is now 
a “legally ordained minis­ 
ter.’’ That’s not unusual — 
except that Dominique is a 
dog. 
He has a handsome 8Vfe-by- 
11-inch certificate suitable 
for framing or mounting and 
a smart looking, wallet size 
card to carry in his vest 
pocket. 
Those documents 
prove he “is entitled to per­ 
form all ministerial services 
such as baptismais, mar­ 
riages, funerals and to con­ 
duct church meetings.” 
“The holder is entitled to 
all the privileges and consid­ 
erations usually granted a 
minister,” says the ordina­ 
tion papers the Universal 
Life- Church has bestowed 
upop the black poodle be­ 
longing to Lillian Zion, exec­ 
utive director of the Knox­ 
v ille 
B etter 
B u sin ess 
Bureau. 
The dog received his ordi­ 
nation — “Granted for life” 


by mail order through an 
advertisement 
which 
ap­ 
pears from time to time 
throughout the nation. 
After responding to the ad, 
he was advised by return 
mail that he would have to 
make “a tax deductible do­ 
nation of $25 to cover the 
cost of your lifetime creden­ 
tials, registration, process­ 
ing and materials.” 
“We need your financial 
help so that we can continue 
with our work,” the letter 
explained. “This, of course, 
is far less than the thousands 
of dollars that others must 
spend to become a minis­ 
ter.” 
“Rev. Zion” managed to 
be ordained for only $15 
because his owner wrote 
back that he did not have 
any money and could not 
afford the $25 “minimum 
offering.” 
Mrs. Zion said she did it to 
show how such mail-order 
ordination companies work. 
“We know that they are

She was the only woman — 
the only black woman — 
among 175 men, five black, 
on her shift “ I still am the 
only woman in my depart­ 
ment.

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before most of the men did 
talk to me.” 
What they didn’t do was 
help. “They would tell me to 
do the work the hardest way. 
A lot of it has been modified 
with new equipment but I 
was there six months before 
they even brought out the air 
jack on my shift All that 
time they had me riding this 
big manual jack up and 
down and they’d be fallen 
out laughing " 
Or they’d give her the 
wrong wrench, or make her 
replace heavy main bear­ 
ings by herself Or try to 
“freeze” her out “But,” she 
says, "there were quite a 
few older black men who 
thought what I was doing 
was great so they always 
spoke to

helped.” So did her prayers 
and the times her husband 
and sons would stop by with 
lunch and the men would see 
she was a woman all right, 
one who wasn’t leaving no 
m atter how uncomfortable 
she might be.

Legendary general dies 


LOS ALTOS HILLS (UPIi - 
Oliver I’ 
Smith, the spunky 
general who led 20,000 Marines 
on a desperate 70-miie march to 
the sea during the Korean War, 
is dead at age 84 
The four star general, who 
had been in ailing health, was a 
legendary Marine Corps figure 
who made headlines during the 
epic Chosan Heservoir breakout 
with his quote. “We are not 
retreating 
we are just at­ 
tacking in a different dnec- 
tion ” 
Smith, who died Christmas 
day. was in charge of the 1st 
Marine Division in December, 
1950. when it made military 
history bv escaping from eight 
surrounding divisions of Chi­ 
nese Communist troops 
Kallying his men iri sub-zero 
weather he led his troops to the 
seaport of Hungnam and safety 
in 13 days 
The story was later retold in 
the movie "Hetreat, Hell!"

those they said needed it most, 
middle income homeowners 
Leaders of both parties 
agree, however, chances for 
immediate relief are slim since 
most plans under discussion 
would not affect property tax 
rates until November, when tax 
bills for the next fiscal year will 
be sent out

CHILDREN'S IMMUNIZATION CHECKLIST 


Despite modern medical advances, nearly 20 million American children are still 
vulnerable to such diseases as measles, polio and whooping cough because they have 
not been immunized According to the American Academy of Pediatrics, by the time a 
child reaches school age he or she should have received five DTP (diptheria-tetanus- 
pertussus) innoculations, four immunizations against polio (usually given orally) and the 
one-time measles-rubella-mumps shot. The first tuberculin test should be administered 
at age 1 A tetanus-diptheria booster should be administered between 14 and 16 and 
repeated every 10 years. Doctors or local public health departments — which will 
administer immunizations without charge — will advise on how to get children who have 
missed immunizations back on schedule

month has swollen to thousands 
now from 10 to 20 a decade ago 
Authorities reported nearly 
300.000 apprehensions in the 
first nine months of this year 
’ Training in tracking is 
becoming de-emphasized.” said 
another veteran tracker. Ab 
Taylor, in charge of the nearby 
E l Cajon Border Patrol station 
' The volume is such that we 
can catch great groups of them 
We can no longer afford the lux­ 
ury of tracking a single alien ” 
:,It takes a great deal more 
skill to follow one person than 
two." Kearney said in a joint in­ 
terview with Taylor. 
The Border Patrol now uses 
seismic and infrared sensors to 
reveal illicit border crossings. 
Given the warnings, agents can 
move in quickly to intercept 
lone crossers or vehicles full of 
them. 
Nevertheless. 
Taylor 
and 
Kearney regard themselves as 
top-notch trackers with a mis­ 
sion in sign cutting, the art of 
spotting evidence of where a 
person has been and which way 
he's headed 
Taylor, a Texan in the Border 
Patrol 29 years, and Kearney, 
an Oklahoman who has spent 
most of his 17 years with the 
patrol at the El Cajon station, 
have developed what they call a 
“ step-by-step" 
approach 
to 
learning the tracking skill. 
“ We do that by putting people 
on a track that we have made,” 
Taylor said 
He detailed how the trainee 
starts by seeing a footprint, but 
as he follows the trail the signs 
become more subtle. 
His tools are his power of 
observation, logic, a tape 
measure and a “ sign cutting 
stick," a rod marked off in in­ 
ches to measure the footprint 
and the stride of a search sub­ 
ject 


Once the length of stride is 
determined, a tracker can 
place the stick to the toe of a 
footprint and know how far 
ahead the next telltale sign — 
the “ shine" where a footfall has 
compressed the soil’s surface, 
bent grass, bruised foliage or 
scratches on rocks. 
“ Most of tracking is logic and 
comparison," Taylor said. 
“ It’s not so much seeing as 
interpreting what you see — the 
simple things, the bent twig, 
the leaf turned over,” Kearney 
addl’d 
Both men credited humilia­ 
tion borne of unsuccessful 
searches for development of 


their skill, which they said 
enabled them to catch thou­ 
sands of aliens in their years 
with the patrol. They took the 
traditional course. 
“ What you’d do was appren­ 
tice youself out to one of the old 
codgers already in a station," 
said Taylor. 
“ You’d butter him up by buy­ 
ing him cigars and saying ‘yes- 
sir’ regular-like until he started 
pointing out the tracks to you 
and grunting what they meant. 
In a year, you’d be starting 
pretty good." 
The signs can be deceptive. 
The trackers chuckled as they 
recalled cases of aliens who 


walked backwards, walked in 
their stocking feet, used stilts 
and in one case walked with 
cows’ hooves wired to his shoes 


Both viewed bloodhounds 
with disdain. “ You can’t tell 
them what you want them to 
do," said Kearney. “ They’re 
not as intelligent as a man.” 


Realizing that the training 
they got also is a luxury, the 
two sign cutters use their new 
method in seminars they pre­ 
sent to search and rescue 
groups and law enforcment of­ 
ficers — many of them on their 
own time.

HOLLYWOOD (U P I) - Al 
Jarreau has a thousand instru­ 
ments in his voice and he pulls 
them out at his command. 
His vocal gymnastics range 
from the sounds of birds and 
beasts to trombones and flutes. 
The instruments have always 
been there, but it is only in the 
last couple of years that the 37- 
year-old entertainer has devot­ 
ed all his energies to using 
those sounds. 
Jarreau grew up in a musical 
household, but his parents (his 
father a Seventh Day Adventist 
minister, his mother the church 
pianist) “ always hammered 
about school,” so he went on to 
get an education and sang only 
for fun. 
“ I always wanted to be in 
music, but never thought of it 
as my primary vocation. I was 
doing it because I dug it and it 
felt good." 
After getting a m asters 
degree in psychology from the 
University of Iowa in 1968, 
Jarreau made counseling his 
vocation and singing his sideli­ 
ne. 
He worked in San Francisco 
fo r s e v e r a l y e a r s as a 
vocational counselor with the 
California Division of Rehabili­ 
tation. but began getting dis­ 
enchanted with counseling. 
“ I was feeling ineffective 


There was too long a delay in 
seeing results of what I was 
doing.” 
He began singing in area 
night clubs with noted jazzman 
George Duke and soon gave up 
counseling to devote himself 
full-time to music and finally 
moved to Los Angeles to go at 
his career full steam. 
At that time, he said, “ I was 
a real hard core jazzer, I 
treated jaez very strictly.” 
But as he became more in­ 
volved in his music, the soft- 
spoken, articulate entertainer 
began to develop his vocal 
talents. His career really blos­ 
somed in Europe, where he was 
lauded at the B e rlin Jazz 
Festival and the Hamburg, 
Germany, Music Hall. 


“ The new change in my 
music brought me room to 
create,” he said. “ I began bub­ 
bling with these new sounds.” 


And he said he does not really 
miss counseling because in 
many ways he is fulfilling the 
same needs in himself to com­ 
municate. He said those same 


qualities necessary to a good 
counselor, such as sensitivity 
and empathy, are necessary to 
a musician and “come from the 
same place ” 


“ People who are artistically 
sensitive are more sensitive to 
other people 
In a counseling 
situation, it's the client who is 
pouring forth and the counselor 
who responds. But now the 
audience is my counselor and is 
giving back a response to me ” 


A leanly handsome man, 
Jarreau feels his music is just 
beginning to be accepted in the 
United States on the same wide 
level it is in Europe, where he 
received two German “ gram- 
my” awards and the Italian 
Music Critics’ Award as best 
foreign artist. 
But the growing for him is not 
over yet. 
” 1 want to proceed at a rate 
of progression. I ’d like to 
become a better musician and a 
better writer. My music is 
always happening in my head 
When my music is playing, I ’m 
verv involved in it.”

SAN DIEGO, Calif. —( 
NEA)— Pete Wilson wants 
to be the governor of the 
state of California. It is not 
an ambition to be taken 
lightly because Pete has a 
habit of getting what he 
wants. 
There are men who seem 
to have it all, and Pete is one 
of these. There is about him 
the same kind of zeal that 
enveloped 
Jimmy 
Carter 
when everybody said he was 
crazy to nurture dreams of 
becoming President of the 
United States. They say the 
same kind of thing about 
Pete’s ambition to become 
governor of the nation’s 
largest state. 
Jerry Brown, the Zen-ad­ 
dicted incumbent, is sup­ 
posed to be unbeatable. The 
polls say so. He has char­ 
ismatic individuality that, 
despite rising criticism from 
the right, has struck a chord 
of popular response. You 
can almost see Brown urg­ 
ing the populace, as Peter 
Finch did in “Network,” to 
stick their heads out the 
window and bellow, “I’m fed 
up...” 
Yet Pete Wilson thinks, 
without a shred of doubt 
evident, that he’s going to 
beat Jerry 
Brown. 
Of 
course, he’s not even sure of 
the nomination by the Re­ 
publican 
party 
for 
the 
chance to get at Brown. He 
has been running third in 
public opinion polls, behind 
Attorney 
General 
Evelle 
Younger and Los Angeles 
police chief Ed Davis. 
Wilson aspires to jump 
from what has been in re­ 
cent political history a dead 
end job for those with lofty 
ambitions. He is the mayor 
of a large metropolitan cen­ 
ter, the city of San Diego. 
Joseph Alioto of San Fran­ 
cisco couldn’t rise above it, 
though his case was clouded 
by a magazine article some 
years ago that hinted at 
Mafia 
associations. 
And 
Sam Yorty went from mayor 
of Ixis Angeles into limbo. 
But Pete Wilson argues 
convincingly that his last six 
years at the helm of San 
Diego have prepared him 
ideally for bigger things. 
“I was told it’s a dead 
end,” he admits. He had 
given up a bright career in 
the state legislature to take 
over a jumbled city hall in 
San Diego. “But my inter­ 
ests in the legislature had 
tended in that direction, to 
urban affairs. This is the 
most urban state in Ameri­ 
ca.” 
“I came to the job at a 
critical time in the history of 
the city,” he says. “San 
Diego still had time to do 
things right.” 
And P«U leaves the dis­ 
tinct impression that he has 
made it right. He is credited 
with checking 
suburban 
sprawl, redeveloping the in­ 
ner city and keeping a tight 
fist on taxes. 
‘‘B eing 
m a y o r ,” 
he 
muses, “is different than 


being in the legislature. You 
have the political responsi­ 
bility for making things run 
— the same responsibility 
and decisions of a governor. 
I’ve never bought the argu­ 
ment that it’s a dead end. 
“And now I want to be 
governor because it’s the 
natural course of ambition 
to go higher. It’s a combina­ 
tion 
of 
id ea lism 
and 
egotism.” 
He’s certainly not driven 
by the promise of money. A 
successful 
lawyer 
before 
going into politics, he has 
settled for being mayor at 
$25,000 a year — “when I 
took the job, it was $12,000” 
— and he drives a 73 Mar­ 
quis. His wife works as a 
realtor. 
“You 
can 
do 
it,” 
he 
shrugs, “if you’re turned on 
by government. I see a lot of 
things wrong in govern­ 
ment.” 
Specifically, 
while 
he’s 
campaigning low key now, 
he sees a lot of things wrong 
in Gov. Jerry Brown, with 
whom he has been inevitably 
compared for his youthful­ 
ness and zeal. 
“The job calls for a policy 
leader as well as the skills of 
management,” says Wilson. 
“Last year, while the state 
faced an energy crisis, he 
was off in Maryland bring­ 
ing in a ‘new generation of 
leadership.’ 
“I know where he stands 
on gray whales, but he has 
never told us where he 
stands on Proposition 15 (re- 
garding the development of 
nuclear energy in the state). 
Two years ago, he was 
warned about the manage­ 
ment deficiencies in mental 
hospitals and has done noth­ 
ing about it. 
“But the area in which he 
has been most damaging is 
the projected image of Cali­ 
fornia as hostile to new jobs. 
He is sensitive to it, yet not 
effective, even though he 
made a trip to Japan to 
encourage 
industry. 
Two 
months into his administra­ 
tion, he shut down the State 
Department of Commerce.” 
So how does Brown main­ 
tain his popularity? 
“He has succeeded with 
symbolic gestures and rhe­ 
toric. Has he given leader­ 
ship? Has he done things? 
He has popularity, but it’s 
very shallow.” 
Of course, Wilson’s first 
priority is to get the nod of 
approval from his own par­ 
ty, and he has been cam­ 
paigning in earnest since the 
first of this year, travelling 
the state. 
“It’s a significant thing,” 
he claims, “when I can go 
into Los Angeles as I have 
done and preempt a base 
that should be Y ounger’s .” 
He is encouraged by the 
response to his campaign­ 
ing, 
which 
has 
quickly 
raised a quarter of a million 
dollars. 
Pete Wilson has a steely 
quality in his talk. And in his 
life direction. 


San Joaquin Valley 
fog feared, hated 


FRESNO (UPI) - The song 
says the lazy, hazy days of sum­ 
mer are to be savored and 
enjoyed, but it’s an entirely dif­ 
ferent story for the hazy days of 
late fall and winter in Califor­ 
nia's San Joaquin Valley 
The haze in the colder months 
is actually fog. something that 
has become feared and hated 
among valley residents. 
"Almost everyone hates the 
fog. which can seem endless at 
times.-’ said a psychologist at 
Fresno State University “ It is 
depressing and makes people 
restless and gives them a feel­ 
ing of being hemmed in " 
The fog that spreads over the 
valley beginning, usually, in 
November puts a gray pall over 
the entire area, sometimes 
reducing visibility to a point 
that makes it impossible to see 
the hood of a car from the 
driver s seat It socks in air­ 
ports. delays school buses, 
clogs the roads and generally 
puts most people in a sour, 
grouchy mood if it lasts for 
long 
“The fog brings out the worst 
in people" a sheriff's deputy 
said “ While I haven’t looked up 
the statistics, it seems from 
memory that crimes become 
more violent after a few days of 
full-time fog It just seems to 
make people madder " 
Highway Patrol officers echo 
the deputy’s feelings, especially 
on the effects of fog on 
motorists 
“It’s not just the reduced 
visibility, it's the attitude of 
drivers." one officer said 
"They become aggressive, and 
the slower they have to go the 
madder they get 
And when 
they get mad they forget about 
being cautious " 
Besides the psychological ef­ 
fects. the fog makes it physical­ 
ly dangerous on the roads 
Hardly a fog season goes by 
without at least one chain reac­ 
tion accident on a freeway. 
One of the worst was in 1971 
when six persons were killed 
and many others were injured 
in a 70-vehicle pileup on 
Highway 99 near Bakersfield 
Earlier this month, a high 
school bus was struck broad- 
. side by a large truck at a rural 
intersection south of Tulare, in­ 
juring more than 40 students, 
• several of them critically 
fAuthorities said the fog had 
reduced visibility to nearly zero 
at the time of the accident 


San Joaquin Valley residents 
are bv no means the only ones 
who hate the fog Many times 
visitors to the valley find 
themselves stranded at an air­ 
port for hours, and in a few in­ 
stances for several days, 
because the fog is so thick that 
planes can neither land nor take 
off. 
"There’s always the bus,” 
said one airport official who has 
had to deal with fog-grounded 
passengers for several years 
“ But they don't often resort to 
the bus because when it's foggy 
they seem to feel it is too 
dangerous on the roads." 
Besides affecting mental at­ 
titudes. the fog contributes to 
physical ailments, too Dense 
fog lavers. sometimes 4.000 feet 
deep, hold pollutants and stag­ 
nant air close to the ground, 
plaving havoc with those who 
suffer respiratory illnesses 
There have been a few experi­ 
ments with wind machines to 
blow the fog away from specific 
areas such as freeways, but so 
far none have proved very ef­ 
fective 
So just like the weather in 
general, the fog is the subject of 
much conversation but nothing 
much can be done about it.

said. “CB is growing every 
day and CBers are the great­ 
est helpers a police depart­ 
ment ever had.” 
How did it get organized, 
develop into an institution so 
quickly? 
"Well, when the project 
was turned over to me, I 
knew that staffing for 24- 
hour monitoring would be 
prohibitive if the depart­ 
ment had to pay all the 
salaries," he explained. “So, 
using newspapers, radio and 


television stations, I asked 
for volunteers. In the first 
three days, we had over 300 
applications.” 
The Fort Worth program 
requires that a volunteer

INGLEWOOD. Calif. (U P I) - In a 
final effort to put their team together in 
time to make the playoffs, the Los 
Angeles Lakers went out Tuesday and 
unloaded 
suspended 
forward Kermit 
Washington and aging guard Don Chaney 
on the Boston Celtics for Charlie Scott, 
an enigmatic guard with a reputation for 
being a troublemaker. 


"W e have a lot of new players,” Laker 
coach Jerry West said, “ but they’re 
good players and I believe good players 
can adjust to any situation Charlie gives 
us something that has been a problem 
area for us — quickness in our 
backcourt.” 


Scott, a 6-foot-6 guard, is playing in his 
eighth pro season and his sixth in the 
NBA It’s been a stormy career and he 
has been labeled as a player with at­ 
titude problems 


"Everyone has a right to be judged by 
the people working with him, not in 
someone else’s eyes,” West said when 
asked about Scott's reputation. “ Char­ 
lie’s coming to a new place, a new situa­ 
tion where he might fit in better than he 
did in Boston ” 


Said Scott, “ I don’t think anybody likes 
to be traded 
But it's something you 
learn to live with.” 
He was asked if he felt he'd been made 
a scapegoat for Boston’s poor start and 
replied, "Not at all I can honestly say as 
long as I was a Celtic, I played as hard as 
I could I can relate to Red’s (Auerbach) 


thinking he made a great deal — two 
players for one.” 


In a fight at the Forum Feb. 9, 
Washington smashed Houston’s Rudy 
Tomjanovich in the face and broke his 
jaw and nose. The 6-foot-6 forward, a 
five-year veteran, was fined $10,000 and 
suspended at least 60 days by NBA Com­ 
missioner Lawrence O’Brien. 


However, Tomjanovich just returned 
to Texas from an Inglewood hospital and 
faces more surgery.

But he never signed it. 


A spokesman for the Rams denied 
Knox was going to be replaced Asked 
why rumors about Knox kept surfacing, 
he said: 
" I think there are three reasons: First, 
the (Detroit) Lions came after him last 
vear 
Their owner (William Clayton 


Ford) came out and talked to our owner 
about him So there’s that in the record 
Second, everybody knows how much 
Carroll wants to win the Super Bowl So 
every time we lose in the playoffs, the 
subject is going to come up.

39, Mick 
Tingelhoff. 37, Carl Eller and Paul 
Krause 
both 35. and Alan Page. 31, 
forming the nucleus of his ball club, 
Grant was asked if he felt they still were 
"hungry” enough to win. 
"The hungriest players on any team 
are the oldest players,” said the Vikings 
coach "The older players have a better 
appreciation of what something like all 
this is worth, not only money wise, but 
what it's worth otherwise to be on a win­ 
ning team They re the ones you never 
have to worry about 
"The plavers with whom you may have 
trouble getting across what the game 
means and what the playoffs mean are 


generally your younger players because 
when they come into football today, 
they're coming into an affluent opera­ 
tion It takes a while for them to ap­ 
preciate what this all means ” 
Bud Grant was referring to his own 
Minnesota Vikings Without realizing it, 
he also was including someone like 
Roger Staubach, the Cowboys’ veteran 
35-year-old quarterback

who pe rf o rm e d so 
superlatively against the Chicago Bears 
in Monday’s 37-7 crusher is not only a

East played low and 
South took his queen. He

recreation trails can be 
acquired by the county without 
working to the detriment of 
agriculture. 
Farm Bureau policy states 
that recreational and bicycle 
trails should be designated for 
along road rights-of-way or 
other public easements or 
along the edge of property 
lines rather than crossing 
private property. We support 
this policy. 
We also side with the Farm 
Bureau in adding a provision 
that trails be fenced where ex­ 
tra hazards may occur to 
orchards, livestock, vegetable 
fields and the like.

WASHINGTON — At the village cros­ 
sroads and town halls of Middle 
America, the formidable visage of Bella 
Abzug may be doing the women's move­ 
ment more harm than good. 
The battling, big-hatted former con­ 
gresswoman íed the women’s rally in 
Houston last month 
The delegates she 
brought together — 
most of them splendid, 
idealistic women of 
high 
p u rpose 
— 
produced some ap- 
plaudable accomplish­ 
ments. 
If they encountered 
fireworks over their 
planks on abortion and 
lesbianism, they took 
stirrin g stands on 
economic 
equality, 
child abuse, battered wives and the care 
of the elderly and disabled women. 
But battling Bella sometimes has an 
unfortunate tendency to brand women of 
less advanced views as hate mongers of 
the far right She gave her personal im­ 
primatur, for example, to a handout 
lumping all Mormons with the John 
Birch Society and the Ku Klux Klan 
Ostensibly, the handout was a compila­ 
tion of “ press reports“ exposing the tac­ 
tics of “ radical right-wing groups." The 
Mormon Church was identified as one of 
these radical outfits, comparable to the 
extremist John Birch Society and the 
racist, cross-burning Man 
Most of the comments, indeed, were 
culled from newspapers. But at least one 
of the “ press comments" was nothing of 
the sort; it was an excerpt from one of 
Bella's blasts on the House floor. 
In fact, she was quoted three times 
among the press re vie w s , once 
suggesting that the Mormons had 
“ seriously 
debated 
repealing 
the 
Nineteenth Amendment giving women 
the right to vote." 
These charges are the more serious 
because they were compiled under 
federal auspices and distributed at the 
taxpayers’ expense. The State Depart­ 
ment provided both the facilities and 
postage for circulating Bella’s attack 
upon the Mormons. 
— Her press release contained four ex­ 
cerpts dealing with the Klan's opposition 
to women's rights This was followed by 
five more excerpts purporting to 
demonstrate the antagonistic stand of 
the “ hierarchy of the Mormon Church ” 
The quotes justified the criticism of the 
Klan leadership There was not a single 
one that could be attributed to any 
member of the Mormon hierarchy. In 
fact. Mormons universally have fought 
and opposed the Klan ever since it ap­ 
peared on the American scene. 
— A few fractious Mormons have 
adopted the views of the John Birch 
Society This led the First Presidency, 
the church's top triumvirate, to issue a 
statement in March, 1963. declaring: 
“ The church recognizes and protects the 
rights of its members to express their 
personal political beliefs, but ... we 
deplore the presumption of some politi­ 
cians. especially officers, coordinators 
and members of the John Birch Society

Under 
persistent questioning. 
Kay 
Clarenbach, executive director of the 
W o m e n 's 
Y e a r 
C o m m is s io n , 
acknowledged that Bella was responsible 
for issuing the vitriolic document Dr. 
Clarenbach also agreed that the linking 
of the Mormon Church and the hate- 
ridden Klan was “ improper." 
She went on to say the handout “ was 
put together at the order of Bella — with 
at least the concurrence of some of the 
executive committee.” Ms. Abzug, in a 
lengthy, sometimes stormy talk with us, 
denied a first-hand role in preparing the 
handout and claimed it wasn’t really an 
attack on the Mormon Church. In her 
eyes, it was merely the pulling together 
of reports of opposition to the commis­ 
sion's work 


The unfairness of the handout has had 
repercussions. The State Department 
has canceled the free mailing privilege it 
had accorded the commission An of­ 
ficial has stated that the use of the State 
Department’s letterhead to distribute 
the document was “ regrettable." The 
department placed “ sole responsibility” 
for the ugly episode upon the commis­ 
sion 
The issue came up at a Dec. 14 meeting 
of the commission’s board where Bella 
Abzug’s influence again was felt. No one 
really condemned the categorizing of 
three million Mormons as racial bigots. 
There was some mention of expressing 
regret, but no forthright apology has 
been issued. 
It is unfortunate that the bellicose 
Bella, who has spoken out against guilt- 
by-association tactics, should resort to 
the same McCarthy-era tactics. In her 
talk with us. she contended that the ac­ 
tual phrasing in the handout was the 
work of the commission's press ofice. 
“ I ’m sorry about the designation,” she 
said “ It’s not a policy statement I told 
the press office to put it together, but I 
never saw the excerpts.” 
Reminded this was at variance with 
Dr 
Clarenbach’s statement, Bella 
snorted that we were “ making a moun­ 
tain out of a molehill I think you are 
dead wrong.”

Strobes, not studies 


WASHINGTON—( N E A )—After years 
of research, the federal government has 
found a means of sharply reducing the 
number of highway fatalities that occur 
as a result of train-auto collisions at 
railroad grade crossings. 
But the bureaucrats in charge of the 
situation apparently 
prefer to ceaselessly 
study the situation 
rather than implement 
the solution they have 
discovered Requiring 
installation of high- 
in ten sity 
flashing 
strobe lights on all 
locomotives 
Grade crossing acci­ 
dents are a major 
ca u s e of 
t r a f f ic 
fatalities throughout 
the nation, especially 
in rural areas where gates, lights and 
bells often are not available to warn 
motorists of an oncoming train. 
Tram-auto crashes last year resulted 
in 1.124 deaths That figure was 23 5 per­ 
cent higher than in 1975 — the biggest in­ 
crease m transportation-related deaths 
in any single category 
But the Federal Railroad Administra­ 
tion <FRA>, the agency of the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation in charge of 
regulating rail safety, has known for at 
least six years that strobe lights 
mounted on locomotives could cut acci­ 
dent rates 
A 1971 FRA-authorized study of the 
problem recommended the use of “ two 
omnidirectional xenon strobe lamps 
mounted on the cab roof near each side 
of the locom otive.” A 1974 study 
produced similar findings. 
Not satisfied with those results, the 
FR A commissioned still another study — 
and the 1975 final report on that research 
again included the same conclusion: 
“ Flashing xenon strobe lights attract 
attention to the locomotive Observa­ 
tions. interviews, experiments and spon­ 
taneous comments all tended to confirm 
this fact Train crews were unanimously 
enthusiastic about strobe effectiveness.” 
But the FRA was no closer to taking 
action on Feb 7,1976, when a grade cros­ 
sing accident in the small southern 
Illinois community of Beckemeyer took 
the lives of 12 people, 11 of them 
children 
After receiving an impassioned letter 
from the father of two of the young vic­ 
tims, Rep Paul Simon, D-I1L, began a 
personal crusade to reduce the carnage 
Simon discovered that the federal 
government had paid more than $260.000 
during the past decade for 14 different 
studies analyzing ways to make trains 
more conspicuous to motorists Yet each 
study led not to ac tion but to another 
study 
In a series of speeches on the House 


floor and blizzard of letters to the FRA , 
Simon pressed for government regula­ 
tions requiring installation of strobe 
lights on all of the nation’s 34,500 
locomotives, at a cost of less than $400 
apiece 
The F R A ’s response was to inform the 
congressman that it had started still 
an o th er e x p e rim e n t, 
in v o lvin g 
locomotives operated by the Amtrak, 
Santa Fe and Chessie rail systems 
(Earlier tests involved the Bangor & 
Aroostook, Boston & Maine and Union 
Pacific lines ) 
Last June, an FR A official had the 
audacity to cite “ President Carter’s 
desire to promulgate only necessary and 
meaningful federal regulations” as 
justification for continued stalling on the 
issue in the disguise of "thorough 
analysis.” 
By August, an angry Simon charged 
that although the previous studies had 
demonstrated strobe lights would save 
lives, the FR A ’s latest test "consists of 
waiting for collisions so we can count the 
bodies." 
Last month, an FR A official wrote 
Simon to proudly announce he was “ ac­ 
celerating" 
the 
program 
through 
publication “ by the end of the year’’ of 
what’s known in the bureaucracy as an 
“ A d van ce N o tic e of Pro p o sed 
Rulemaking.’’ 
But that's only a tentative step The 
results of the latest test won’t even be 
available until next August, and only 
then, will FRA publish a “ Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking ’’ 
The rulemaking process itself can take 
months and possibly years. If we're 
lucky, the FRA will get around to requr- 
ing strobe lights in the early 1980s — and 
in the meantime, three people will be 
killed every day in grade crossing acci­ 
dents

To the Editors of the Lompoc Record: 
The 
Lompoc D istrict Hospital’s 
medical staff is concerned about the 
recently proposed “ National Guidelines 
for Health Planning" (42 C FR Part 121 
— Published in the Federal Register by 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare». Should these regulations 
become law. residents of Lompoc would 
be required to travel to Santa Maria, to 
obtain obstetrical 
and/or pediatric 
hospital care Specifically, these regula­ 
tions would: 
1 Require a hospital to deliver at least 
500 babies a year in order to continue of­ 
fering obstetrical services unless more 
than 10 percent of the residents live 
greater than forty-five minutes from the 
nearest approved hospital. 
2 Require hospitals to have at least 
twenty pediatric beds to continue 
delivering care to children, unless more 
than 10 percent of the population is more 
than thirty minutes from the nearest ap­ 
proved hospital 
Since Lompoc Hospital delivers fewer 
than 500 babies, has fewer than twenty 
pediatric beds and is within thirty 
minutes of Santa Maria, we could not of­ 
fer either of these services. 
Iximpoc District Hospital’s medical 
staff opposes these rather arbitrary 
regulations because: 
1 
Family and friends of children 
hospitalized in a hospital that far away 
would be placed at a great inconvenience 
in order to visit their sick children. 
2 Few obstetricians or pediatricians 
would be willing to practice in a town 
without hospital services in the 
specialties; consequently Lompoc resi­ 
dents might be forced to travel some dis­ 
tance even to obtain routine prenatal or 
pediatric care. 
We urge Lompoc residents to write 
their legislators in Washington and the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare (Office of Planning. Evaluation 
and legislation. Health Resources Ad­ 
ministration. Central Building, Room 10- 
22. 3700 East-West Highway. Hyattsville. 
Maryland 2-782). 
In summary, these regulations will 
make hospital 
medical care (and 
perhaps even routine outpatient care) 
more inaccessible to Lompoc residents 
and should be opposed

In a recent column. Jack Anderson as­ 
serted that offshore leases for oil and gas 
development have “ been grabbed up by 
the big oil companies” and that the oil 
companies “ have made a fortune” by 
selling oil they discover on public lands.” 
Contrary to Mr Anderson's assertion, 
under the current bonus bidding system 
a small producer does have an oppor­ 
tunity to purchase a lease, usually by 
bidding jointly with other sm all 
producers or with one of the major 
firms. 
According to the U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management, among the successful bid­ 
ders in lease sales held from 1973-75 
were such firm s as Unidel Co.; 
Drtllamex, 
inc. 
Samedan Offshore 
Corp.; Felmont Oil Co.; and Newmont 
Oil Co Hardly household names. 
With regard to the “ fortune" made by 
the oil companies, the U S Geological 
Survey reports that from 1953-76 the 
federal government received approx­ 
imately $22 9 billion from offshore 
bonuses, royalties and rentals The total 
value of oil and gas production on the 
Outer Continental Shelf during that 
period amounted to $27 6 billion In other 
words, the U S government received 83 
percent of the total value of OCS oil and 
gas production The producers received 
17 percent Moreover, their “ take" was 
sharply reduced by heavy expenditures— 
more than $10 billion—for highly 
sophisticated equipment and skilled per­ 
sonnel 
Rather than haivng made a fortune 
from OCS production, the petroleum in­ 
dustry has not yet recovered its invest­ 
ment 
It should also be pointed out that the 
funds paid to the government by the oil 
companies are the major source of in­ 
come for the Land and Water Conserva­ 
tion Fund 
Each state is apportioned 
monies from this fund for use in develop­ 
ing outdoor recreational projects.
